it must be 


supported by four of the six mem- 
bers. 
That is a wise provision 


against, action by a majority of 
three, should there be only four or 
five members present at a meeting.

quire men 
of ability

'•The Knights of Columbus," he said, 


"has a most powerful working machin- 
ery solving this important problem and 
as a resuJt over 20.000 positions have 
been obtained since the signing of tho 
armistice. In New York cky there is 
a very serious 
industrial 
situation 


existing on account of the demobiliza- 
tion of most of the returning' troops: 
These men by tho thousands, instead of 
going to their homes, wtnu to stay in 
_\ew 
York. 


"So as to help tbese strangers we 


organized 10 teams of 10 service men. 
to canvass employers for situations, 
paying the men 54 per day while can- 
vassing. As the canvasser found a job 
which suited himself he would drop 
out of tho group and his place would 
he filled by another man in uniform. 
In this way It was possible to secure 
in many instances the right man for 
the positions offered. 


"This scheme can be carried out in 


Boston and in Massachusetts and it is 
going to bo done here and in every 


other city of the country. 
At any 


time, one of the biggest things a man 
can do is to get a job for another and 
it is <*w*n a bigger thing now for us to 
find a job for the soldiers, sailors and 
marines. 


iurre Position* Xor Wanted 
'\\'e must have the employers un- 


derstand that the day of offering a 
meagre position is past. The 
young 


man musi be given a chance to develop 
and advance. For that reason we de- 
sire, the employers of men to realize 
that the man. ihe job and production 
are the three things which count, thu 
first being greater than the 
second, 


with the two resulting in the third. 
Tho employer must 
not forget 
the 


man. losing all regard for him. in his 
desire for production. 
The three go 


together for the success of the employ- 
er and tho worker." 


He explained that to keep America 


free from olshevism it was necessary 
to keep all men employed on a perma- 
nent basis, for such employment meant 
a great saving to industry. Ho said 
that prior to the war he had been em- 
ployed by the Knights of Columbus for 
seven years to work against socialism, 
the organism undertaking this task af- 
ter government officials had considered 
it unnecessary. 
During1 the course of 


his travels attacking this evil he said 
he had covered 25.000 miles in the Unit- 
ed States and Canada, had delivered 
over 1000 lectures and answered over 
5000 questions.
